(c ) The building shall be of a permanent. 
structure with well cemented or tilled 
walls and easily washable floors with¬ 
out any crevices; 

(d) The doors and windows shall be fitted 
with fly and insect proof wire mesh 
and the doors may preferably be fitted 
with automatic door closers; 

(c) Wherever water is used in processing, 
it shall be ensured that it is pure and 
potable and free from any pathological 
micro organisms; 

(f) The premises shall haye proper drainage 
system for flow of refuse water and the 
same must be fully covered and be 
cleaned often. No fohl smell shall 
emanate from the drains. The drain

(a) All equipments and utensils shall bej 
made of stainless steel or corrosive re¬ 
sistant material suitable for food con¬ 
tact applications; and 

(b) They should be free from rust or 
corrosive substances or any other 
metallic and toxic contaminations. 


(ii) The grinders etc. must be cleaned periodi¬ 
cally; 

(iii) The raw material shall be clean, free from 
dirt and foreign substances and shall con¬ 
form to the specified standards thereof. 
These shall be stored in a hygienic place 
safeguarded from insects and rodents and 
free from dampness and other contami¬ 
nations; 

Civ) No toxic or objectionable and any mate¬ 
rial other than the permissible shall be 
stored in the authorised premises; 

(v) In the case of resin-coated utensils, recoating 
will be done after every three years and the 
packer shall have to furnish a certificate to 
this effect; 

(vi) The water used in processing product shall 

be got examined periodically by the public] 
local health authorities for chemical and 
biological impurities and a certificate 
obtained to the effect that the water is fit 
for human consumption; 

(vjj) The personnel engaged in processing and 
packing of the product should be got medi¬ 
cally checked uo periodically by the autho¬ 
rised medical officer and a certificate to 
that effect shall have to be produced on 
demand; 

(viii) The authorised packer shall provide all 
necessarv facilities and assistance to the 
approved chemist for carrying out the 
grading and marking of Vermicelli, Maca¬ 
roni and Spaghetti; 

(ix) The authorised packer shall maintain proper 
record of raw materials used in processing 
the product, and their analysis. He shall 
also submit the periodical returns to the 
Directorate of Marketing and Inspection! in 
the proforma prescribed in the relevant 
grading and marking instructions issued by 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser as per 
rule 3 (8) of the General Grading and 
Marking .Rules, 1988.

Vermicelli, Macaroni and Spaghetti means the products 
obtained from suji or maida with or without addition 
of ingredient like cd ble groundnut flour, tapioca flour, 
soya flour, milk powder , spices, vitamins, minerals, 
edible cacasein, edible oil seed flour, gluten vegetable 
or vegetable products, fruits and fruit products in any 


(i) Macaroni, Spaghetti and Vermicelli shall be of 
good characteristic colours, flavour and odour 
and shall be free from rancidity, mustiness, bit¬ 
terness of any other unJersirable taste or odour, 
it shall also be free from impurities, any foreign 
matter, cracks, flaws, mould, insect infestation 
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shape and form. It shall be free from added colour, 
insect, larva and impurities or any other extraneous 
matter: 

The forms and dimensions of macaroni, spaghetti, and 
Vermicelli should be as given below : 

1. Macaroni 

The material may be of two types, namely, long goods or 
cut goods : 

(a) The long goods should be in the form of tubular 
rods, smooth or corrugated. These should have 
the outer diameter ranging between 3 and 5 mm 
and of wall thickness of about 1mm. 


(b) The cut goods should be obtained by extrusion 
and may be in the form of elbows, tubes, shells, 
alphabets, numerals, stars, wheels, rings, rice, 
melon seeds as agreed to between the purchaser 
and the supplier.

6. The product must comply with the rules 57 of the 
prevention of Food Adulteration Act 1954 and 
Food Adulteration Rules 1955 as amended from 
time to time with respect of poisonous metals.

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement— 

(1) These rules may be called Onion Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1998; 

(2) They shall apply to onion (Allium Cepa L.) 
dehydrated onion and powder. 

(3) They shall come into force from the date 
of their final publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Definitions—In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires :— 

(1) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to 
the Government of India: 

(2) “Authorised packer” means a person or 
a body of persons who have been granted 
a certificate of authorisation to grade and 
mark the commodity in accordance with 
the grade standards and procedure speci¬ 
fied in these rules; 

(3) “Certificate of authorisation” means the 
certificate issued under the provisions of 
General Grading and Marking Rules,^ 
1988 authorising a person or a body of 
persons to grade and mark onion, 
Dehydrated onion and powder with the 
grade designation mark; 

(4) “Schedule” means schedules appended to 
these rules;

(5) “Bottlenecks” in relation to onions means 
onion-bulbs which have abnormally 
thick-necks; 

(6) “Damage” in relation to onions means 
any injury or defect which materially 
affects the appearance of the lot of the 
edible or shipping quality of the indivi¬ 
dual onion, and includes one or more 
of the following :— 

(at “Dry sun scale” that is to say, any 
injury which is more than slight and 
is readily apparent without peeling the 
onion; 

(b) “Mechanical injury” that is to say, any 
cut extending deeper than two fleshy 
scales of cuts which seriously damaged 
the appearance of the onion; 

(c) “Seed stem” that is to say. stems that 
are tough or woody or more than 6 mm 
in diameter. 

(d) “Sprouting” that is to say, development 
of visible sprouts on the bulbs; 

(e) “Staining” that is to say, any dis¬ 
colouration caused by weathering or 
other means to seriously affect the 
appearance of the individual onions, 

(f) “Sunburn” that is to say, any develop¬ 
ment of dark green colour affecting 
the area equivalent to that of a circle 
of 2.5 c.m. in diameter on an onion 
of 7.0 c.m. in diameter or correspond¬ 
ingly smaller or larger area or medium 
to light green colour affecting more 
than 10 per cent of surface of the 
onion; 

(g) “Tops” that is to say, onions which 
are trimmed to more than 5.0 cm., 
percentage of such onions in a lot 
being, not more than 20 per cent. 

(7) “Diameter” in relation to onion, means 
the greatest diamension of the onion 
bulbs taken at right angles to the straight 
line running from the stem to the root 
and; 

(8) “Doubles” in relation to onions, means 
onion which have developed more than 
one distinct bulbs, with or without its 
outer dinning stem joined only at the 
base; 

19) “Mature bulbs” means bulbs which have 
been harvested when all the tops are 
down to a state of development at w'hich 
onions are firm; 

(10) “Reasonably firm” in relation to onions 
means that the onions may yield to slight

moderate pressure but are not tangibly 
soft or spongy; 

(11) “Dehydrated onion” means onions from 
which bulk of the moisture has been re¬ 
moved by dehydration under controlled 
conditions for various commercial forms 
of dehydrated onion. This onion is mar- 
kered in different form such as kibbled 
onion. Minced onion., onion grits, and 
onion rings and slices. The following 
definitions for terminology will apply; 

(a) “Kibbled onion”—These are broken 
onion pieces which passes through 3.35 
mm I.S. sieve and 90 per cent retained 
on 500 micron I.S. Sieve; 

(b) “Minced onion”—This is made by 
mincing onions and sieving after 
dehydration to remove grits and 
powder; 

(c) “Onion grits’—These are fragments 
passing through 9 mm, I.S. Sieve but 
retained on 850 micron T.S. sieve; 

(d) “Onion rings and slices”—These are 
rings or half rings produced by dehy¬ 
drating sliced onions and removing the 
broken pieces by sieve; 

(e) “Onion Powder”—There is a product 
obtained by grinding dehydrated onion 
to obtain a free-flowing powder of 
which not more than 2 per cent shall 
be retained on 500 micron I.S. sieve. 

3. Oracle designation—The grade designations 
to indicate the quality of 8hion, dehydrated onion 
and powder shall be as set out in column-I of 
Schedules from II to X. 

4. Definition of Vitality.—The quality indicated by such 
grade designation shall be set cut against each prude designa¬ 
tion shall be set out against each wade designation in columns 
2 to 5 of the .Schedules II to 11T, 2 to 4 of the Schedules 
from IV to Vm, and 2 to 6 of the Schedules VIII to IX.

1. (i) These rules may be called the Aircraft 
(Second Amendment) Rules, 1998. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date 
of their final publication in the Official 
Gazette. 


2. In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, for Rule 28A, 
the following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“28A. Maximum age limit for professional 
pilots—No person holding a pilot’s 
licence issued under these rules and 
having attained the age of sixty years 
shall act as Pilot-in-Command or Co¬ 
pilot of an aircraft engaged in scheduled 
air services or non-scheduled air trans¬ 
port operations for remuneration or 
hire.”
